chief criticism directed against 

trade associations some mem- 
bers themselves, and those who decline 
join up—now let’s discuss this 
frankly—is that meetings are held 
and that nothing comes from them. 
other words, they are after tangi- 
ble results—they often want them 
happen over night—and when they 
aren’t forthcoming they feel that the 
trade association has failed its ob- 
jective. 

While this may hold true some 
trade associations, this astigmatic 
siant—shall say?—is hardly ap- 
plicable the bookbinding industry. 
Let any non-member trade as- 
sociation, either the Employing Book- 
binders America local asso- 
ciation, read about the activities 
these associations BOOKBINDING 
Thomas, will soon convinced 
his error. 

The E.B.A., for instance, doing 
wonderful things for the industry, 
which shown beyond peradven- 
ture doubt the reports 
progress the annual conventions 
and executive committee meetings. 
Nor are the local associations, some 
which have been recently formed 
our leading cities, far behind the 
national organization formulating 
definite programs whereby the bindery 
proprietors energetically tackle prob- 
‘ems peculiar that city. 

the current issue article 
describing what some these asso- 
ciations are doing. proves that, 
far local association activities are 
concerned, progress being made.

experienced bookbinder mem- 
ber the jury. This the basis 
that flaws the actual fabrication 
the books would preclude their being 
included. 

When realized that the “Fifty 
Books” tour the country for year 
after they are selected and also 
some the best bookmaking Amer- 
presupposed that the binding, stamp- 
ing, cover decoration, end-papers, etc., 
should measure the highest 
standards bookmaking. 

only perfect books are chosen for 
the exhibition—that is, perfect 
every detail manufacture well 
design—then another forward step 
will taken the interests bet- 
ter bookmaking the United States, 
especially this condition for ac- 
ceptance also emphasized 
strongly the others.

practical training bookmaking, 
pertinent one regards the de- 
velopment future plant executives. 
Mr. Palmer’s conviction, 
which joined many the in- 
dustry, that not enough attention 
being devoted grooming ambitious 
and intelligent young men for respon- 


sible positions the bookmaking in- 


dustry. “There has been attempt, 
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very little attempt, build corps 
trained men who can come 
through the organization take 
charge departments and raise the 
entire Mr. Palmer says. 
“Bookbinders whole have devel- 
oped few specialists and machine 
operators and some handworkers, but 
there the training has stopped.” 

would appear that there are 
number bookbinding plants, even 
larger pamphlet and library bind- 
ing plants, which could look forward 
far enough into the future perhaps 
train one more plant executives. 

According Mr. Palmer, such 
plants could best follow the suggested 
policy arranging with Prof. Gus- 
tafson Carnegie, for instance, and 
have such student, students, work 
their plants during the summer 
vacations between the first and sec- 
ond, second and third, and third and 
fourth years college training, 
that, following their graduation, they 
can step once into plant. with 
which they are perfectly familiar, 
the same time giving the plant the 
benefit the knowledge gained 

Again, any student, taking such 
course, had some assurance was 
curious about his future vocation and 
determined know everything pos- 
sible abont bookbinding, based his 
practical summer experience the 
plant, even the extent visiting 
other plants while college and en- 
outside reading and study.
